A Drunkard and a Mother at Fifteen Years of
An.

From (tie Sew Orlran Time, Mth ult.
Wandering into the Central Station about

midnight Tuesday, the writer found a new

Dismayed at the thought,
utterly horror-stricke- n at her own reckless-
ness, she followed the blind teachings of
her blind companions, and drank.

There
was an arraignment before Recorder Baker
yesterday, and she was permitted to return
for a night to her shame, and appear again
to-da- y.
